America, which has been conduct­ 
ing a campaign to induce growers j 
to withhold their wheat from the 
market until prices are higher plans 
to have midwestern states so well 
organized within the next six months 
that the growers will be able to • 
control the price paid for the 1921 
wheat crop, according 
to 
W. 
H. I 
McGreevy, secretary and treasurer. 
The association now has a mem­ 
bership 
of approximately 
100,000 
in the state of Texas, Oklahoma, j 
Kansas and Nebraska, according to I 
Mr. McGreevy, who has his head­ 
quarters here. The organization wilt 
Im extended, he said, to Minnesota, J 
North Dakota and South Dakota. 
“The purpose of 
the 
National 
Wheat Growers 
Association is to 
control the distribution and market­ 
ing of wheat through financial and 
selling agencies of its own selection 
at a price based upon cost, plus a 
fair 
and 
reasonable profit," 
said 
Secretary McGreevy. 
“Not only the wheal growers of 
our association bnt the wheat grow­ 
ers in general are refusing lo set1 
any wheat at present prices except 
in cases where financial conditions 
force the sale. For more than thirty 
days we have withheld our wheat 
from the market until now a larg*1 
number of flour mills are idle and 
the local 
and 
terminal 
elevators 
are nearly empty. The wheat grower 
feels that he has practically accom­ 
plished what seemed “at first im­ 
possible, 
and 
is no\$ 
encouraged 
to continue withholding his wheat 
from market in order that a price 
which is fair and just shall be paid 
him for his labor and money in­ 
vested." 
Mr. McGreevy objects to the use 
of the term “wheat strike" in re­ 
ferring to the action of the wheat 
growers. 
“Our growers are not 
striking 
as is commonly meant by the term /’ 
he said. 
“We are still sowing and 
attending to the many arduous dut­ 
ies of the farm. We are only hold­ 
ing our wheat to be marketed at 
any time the producer may think 
it at a fair price.”

At 
the present high wage of cotton 
pickers and low market, 
farmers 
declare that it is cheaper to Jet the 
cotton stay in the fields tnan it 
would be lo pick the crop. 
Few fanners, Mr. Trent says, are 


holding their crop for higher prices, 
because the majority of them are 
forced to sell on the present low 
market to meet their obligations. 
The agent said there are no ware­ 
houses in the county for the storing 
of the crop until the market re­ 
covers.
